Mrs. Schlesinger the week before the end of the 
2005-06 school year. 




What would it be like to live a life of music? Mrs. Schlesinger would 
be the person to ask. I had the opportunity to interview her to find out exactly 
what this life would be like. Twenty-one years of that life have been spent in 
the DeLand- Weldon School District, where she also graduated in 1969. 

After graduating from DWHS, she attended Millikin University, 
where she majored in music education and graduated in 1973. Her first teaching 
job was at PawPaw, Illinois, where she taught Kindergarten through 12“' grade 
Band and Chorus. Mrs. Schlesinger taught there for 12 years. After leaving 
Pawpaw, she became the teacher that we all know. Starting in 1985. she was 
just the HS band teacher. The next year the HS chorus teacher left, so she was 
designated to be the Jr. High and High School band and chorus teacher. With her 
growing experience here at DeLand-Weldon, two years later, she became the 
elementary teacher also. This is how I have always known her. She was my 
music teacher ever since I have been a student here — which is saying something, 
because I came here in my first grade year. 

During the interview, I asked her what her favorite and funniest 
memories were. She couldn't pick just one memory to be her favorite, so she 
gave me a couple. She loved doing elementary programs, giving her the 
opportunity to work with the little kids. She also loved getting the high school 
students ready for the long trips to Florida and New York for the last ten years. 
In regard to funniest memories, two came to mind rather quickly. The first dealt 
with a student who was enthusiastic and always ready to throw her hand into 
the air to answer questions. One day, as a performance was close, this student 
kept raising her hand while Mrs. Schlesinger was trying to give last minute 
instructions. She told the student several times to lower her hand and wait until 
the instructions were finished. When she had finished, she found that the 
student had been trying to tell her that her zipper was down.

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Her second funniest memory could have been a disaster. One day 
Mrs. Schlesinger was up on the stage in a storage room looking for some 
items. While in the process of looking for the items she moved some risers 
to where they were standing up straight. Thinking no more of the risers, she 
went on with her business. The next thing she knew the risers were on top of 
her. Her first reaction was to scream for help. She screamed for about 15 
minutes and no one came to help. Finally she calmed down enough to try and 
scoot her body from under the risers. Mrs. Schlesinger walked out of the 
stage and went to talk to other teachers. She told me that three or four 
teachers heard her calling for help, but they thought it was just a student 
messing around. Later that day Mr. Stiverson sent her home. 

One of her greatest accomplishments over the years -according to 
her — was when she was able to convince Mr. Stiverson, Mr. Waddell, and 
Mr. Eatock to dress up as the California Raisins. She says if she had to 
choose her occupation over again she would do the same thing. If she had not 
been a music teacher, she says she would have opened a restaurant that 
served fried chicken and fish. 

What does someone do when they retire from so many years filled 
with activity and memories? Mrs. Schlesinger would like to get into the 
travel consultation business, play golf, and watch her grandchildren grow up. 
She will probably also spend time playing her favorite instruments, flute and 
piano. No doubt she will also listen to pop music and her favorite artist, 
Elvis Presley.
